Has Secured Big Funds Somewhere, 


Probably From France. More 
& 


Ships Going to Cuba. 


London, Mar. -i-Spain has purchased 


two cruisers which the Armstrongs have 
been building for Brazil, the Amazonius 
and a sister ship unnamed. They are 


4000 tons each, 23 knots, 10 guns. Spain 
is also negotiating for and will probably 
secure two cruisers of a similar type 
which have been building in France for 
Brazil. 
The Amazonius is ready for 


launching and tne other nearly so. 


The Spanish government is also en- 


deavoring to secure gnus and large sup_ 
plies of ammunition' in England and on 
the continent for immediate use. Spain 
seems to have funds as it has paid a large 
part of the purchase money in cash and is 
giving good security for the balance, 
these being the only terms which Arm- 
strong would accept. 


Spain attempted some weeks ago to se- 


cure ships and supplies in England on 
credit but was refused. Since then she 
raised funds from some unknown source. 
Diplomats in London express the belief 
that French financiers are helping the 
Spanish government, 


It is known that Spain is trying to pur- 


chase three more ships which are beinS 
built by the Armstrongs. But she has not 
yet succeeded in making the bargain, 
consequently there is still time for the 
United States to forestall her if desired- 


Havana, Mar. 4.— Rainy weather pre- 


vailed this morning and everything has 


Bettled down to Lenten quietude. The 
divers at the wreck are working slowly 
but steadily in the turbed waters. The 
big barge has been found very useful in 
carrying big pieces of wreckage. 


Spanish divers have been down very 


little to ezamine the wreck and any re- 
ports seut as coming from them are likely 
to be incorrect. 


A cable dispatch from Madrid published 


here says Senor Moret, minister for the 
colonies, confirms the statement of Gen. 
Perrado that the government never 
thought of dismissing its volunteers. The 
cable also confirms the report 'that a 
flotilla of Spanish torpedo boats and 
torpedo boat destroyers is Jto come to 
Cuba.

"I fired one shot," said Charles J. J

He also rode in the car with 
Thomas Hall and did not hear him mak- 
ing any tfireats against the strikers. 
"At Lattimer," he said, "I saw the sheriff 
hold up both hands to stop the strikers. 
In one hand he held a paper. I saw him 
prab for a man, and also saw two strik- 
ers with revolvers thrust at the sheriff, 
while another made a dig at him with a 
knife. *Then they rushed upon us, and 
when they pot within 10 or 15 feet of us 
I raised my gun and fired. I thought 
my life was in dangpr and felt if they 
not at us they would kill us."

HANGED TINS MORNING" 


Lorenzo Barnes of Cambridge Ac= 


knowledges Guilt of Crime. 


Death by Strangulation. 


East Cambridge, March 4.—Lorenzo W 


Barnes, the aelf-oonteased murderer Of 
Farmer John Deau of Maynard, waa 
hanged in the jail here at 9.46 this morn- 
ing. His necfc was broken by the fall and 
he was pronounced dead at 10 o'clock. 
Barnes was very firm and did not break 
down in the least. 


Barnes last words were "I thank the 


people of this jail for what they have 
done for me. Everything I have asked 
for I got. I thank them heart and soul- 
I die repentant." 
" 


Notwithstanding the fact that the 


phjs'cian firat announced that Barnes* 
neck was broken, Dr. Utley, the jail 
physician, at noon made a formal state- 
ment that the necfc was not broken by 
the fall, death being due to strangulation. 
The rope slipped, the knot beiofi in front 
of the ear instead of at the back. Death 
was painless, however. 


He was executed only after every means 


to secure a commutation of his-sentence 
had been tried both in the courts and be- 
fore the governor. Neither would inter- 
fere. 


The crime for which Barres paid the 


penalty was discovered about 8.30 o'clock 
on the evening of December 17, by a 
daughter of the murdered man, who, on 


•returning rrom her work at Maynard> 
found the mutilated body of her father 
lying on the kitchen floor. 


Barnes was found in hiding, and tried, 


his defense being that of moral irrespon- 
sibility. He was condemned, and an ap~ 
peal to Governor Woloott was refused. 
Barnes confessed his crime, after denying 
it for over a year, on February 26, and 
again last Wedneiday he confessed it to 
his family.

Boston, March 4.—Suit was brought by 


the attorney general, for Insurance Com- 
missioner Cutting in the supreme court 
today against the Berkshire Health and 
Accident association, alleging that the 
defendant is doing a sick benefit business 
in violation of the law, and asking that it 
be restrained from doing business and 
that a receiver be appointed to wind up 
its affairs. 


The association has headquarters in

Thomas Hall, who organized the posse

Asked 
if any of the men in line at L/attlmer 
h,qd not been sworn in as deputies he 
said: "Well, there were not many who 
had not been sworn in." He could not 
tell how many. 


T. M. Coniff, a tipstaff, said on the 


night of the shooting? he met 
Sheriff 


Martin in the courthouse. The sheriff 
had a bruise on his cheek and a scratch 
on his neck. This was the last witness 
for the defense, and when he left the 
stand Attorney Lenehan announced the 
cloning. 


District Attorney Martin said he had 


six or eight witnesses in rebuttal, whom 
he would havo in court today.

Boston, March, 4.—A petition for an 


order requiring: the receivers of the Mas- 
sachusetts Benefit Life association to 
levy an assessment on the ex-pdlicy 
holders of that institution has been filed 
in the supreme court by L. D. Garett 
of New York city, attorney-in-fact for 
several beneficiaries of deceased mem- 
bers of the association who did not re- 
cover on their policies from the associa- 
tion and will receive a dividend of only 
about 40 percent from the funds now HI 
the receivers' .hands. 
This marks the 


beginning of what will probably be an 
extended litigation, the result of which 
is likely to be a determining factor in the 
future of mutual assessment life in- 
surance. 


The Massachusetts Benefit Life asso- 


ciation failed some time ago with un- 
paid death claims amounting to over 
a million dollars, the failure being pre- 
cipitated by the refusal of the policy 
holders to respond with the periodical 
assessments provided for in their poli- 
cies to meet the death claims which had. 
accumulated. 
Such assets as were 


turned over to the receivers are now tied 
up, pending a determination by the 
court of cevtain questions raised as to 
the claims entitled to participate there- 
in. 
The present proceeding is brought 


on a policy of $10,000 issued on the life 
of Samuel H. Kerfoot, a well known 
banker of Chicago, who died a short time 
prior to tbe failure of the association. 


Frederick W. Peabody, who appears 


in the matter as attorney for the peti- 
tioner, makes the following statement: 
"This proceeding is brought upon one 
of a laq?g-e number of claims represented 
by my client, the L. D. Garett company, 
and Its object Is to determine whether 
or not the living policy holders can be 
compelled, to make good- their engage- 
ments to meet the death claims that 
accrued prior to the appointment of 
receivers. 
The policies issued by this 


association were apparently drawn with 
a view of relieving policy holders from 
any liability beyond,the time when they 
chose to sever their connections with 
the association. 
If our contention is 


established, it'should result in the col- 
lection of a sufficient sum to pay the 
claims in full. 
If, on the other hand, 


it should be held that the holders of 
policies can withdraw at their option, 
without makipg any contribution to 
meet the liabilities which occurred while 
they were Insured, it would seem to snow 
a radical weakness in this system of 
assessment Insurance. The amount re- 
quired from each member to pay all 
exiatlng claims in full amounts to prob- 
ably 1 percent of the face of the insur- 
ance carried. 
Justice Maddox, sitting 


in special term In the supreme court of 
the state of New York, has just author- 
ized an assessment against pollcyholders 
of the United Life Insurance associa- 
tion (an association very similar to tha 
Massachusetts Benefit), giving the re- 
ceivers power to bring suit against any 
member who fails to pay within 30 days. 
In the present cose there are 'added com- 
plications by reason of the fact that the 
association Issued various forms of pol- 
icies, as to each of which it will perhapa 
be necessary to obtain separate judicial 
Interpretation. 
The policy holders of 


the association were substantial peo- 
ple, and there should be no difficulty in 
collecting the assessment if we are suc- 
cessful in our proceedings."

Bethel People Aroused. 


Bethel, Me., March 4.—The citizens aro 


aroused over the effort to have Judge 
Enoch Foster dropped from the supreme 
bench at the expiration of his present 
term. In answer to the 
allegations 


against the judge by members of the 
W. C. T. U. and others, his townsmen 
have sent a petition to the governor 
Ipraying for his reappointment. Of the 
217 voters of the village, 187 signed the 
petition, 11 are absent and 19 did not sign. 
The judge himself is out with an affi- 
davit declaring that-he has not received 
notification from the Congregational 
church, of his reported expulsion, and, 
further, that since the date when such 
action is said to have been taken he has 
contributed from Sunday to Sunday $145, 
his checks having been accepted by the 
church.

New flaven, March 4.—The Clayton 


will case, an appeal from probate, which 
tad been on trial before Judge G. W. 
Wheeler and a jury in the superior court 
exactly three weeks, came to a sensa- 
tional conclusion yesterday. The jury 
was* discharged for the term, and there 
is a possibility that an arrest charging 
embracery may result. Benjamin C. 
Lum, chief olerk at the New Haven Sav- 
ings bank, is said to have tried to in- 
fluence Juror John R. S. Todd of Wol- 
cott against Frank H. Clayton of Bos- 
ton, the father of Harry W. Clayton, 
whose will is being contested. It is al- 
leged that Mr. Lum wrote a letter to Mr. 
Todd saying he wanted to see him at the 
bank, and that Mr. Todd called and had 
a long conversation Tvith Mr. Lum. The 
nature of the conversation Is not known, 
but it reached the ears of the lawyers 
for the appellees, and they reported it to 
Judge Wheeler.

How to Hang: Paintings. 


Concerning the difficult question of 


color the authors are of the opinion that 
the fewer the colors used in a room the 
more pleasing and restful the result 
will be. A multiplicity of colors pro- 
duces the same effect as*a number of 
voices talking at the same time. The 
voices may not be discordant, but con- 
tinuous chatter is fatiguing in the long 
run. "Each room should speak with 
but one voice. It should contain one 
color, which at once and unmistakably 
asserts its predominance.'' To attain 
this result it is best to use the same col- 
or and if possible the same material for 
curtains and chair coverings. This pro- 
duces an impression of unity and gives 
an air of spaciousness to the room. 
Where the walls are hung with a large 
number of pictures, or, in short, are so 
treated* that they present a variety of 
colors, it is best that curtains, chair cov- 
erings and carpet should all be of one 
color and without pattern. 


Nothing is more distressing than the 


sight of a large oil painting in a pon- 
derous frame seemingly suspended from 
a spray of wild roses or any of the other 
naturalistic vegetation of the modern 
wall paper. It is also important to avoid 
hanging pictures or prints too close to 
each other. Not only do the colors clash, 
but the different designs of tho frames, 
some of which may be heavy, with deep- 
ly recessed moldings, \7hile others are 
flat and carved in low relief, produce an 
equally discordant impression.—New 
York Herald. 


Tlie Funny Barons of Kunnymede. 
It is recorded, and the record seems ve- 


racious, tbat the order of the Barons of 
Eunnymede was organized on Jan. 8 at 
the houso of a Cadwallader of Philadel- 
phia. Persons are eligible for membership 
who can establish an unbroken line of 
descent from n thirteenth century noble- 
man who helped to wring the great char- 
ter from King John. Among the names 
of persons claimed as founders of this so- 
ciety are Bulkeley of Hartford, Lee and 
Cadwallader of Philadelphia, Whitney of 
New Haven, Winston and Marsb of Chi- 
cago, Betts, Green, Earle.

Perhaps it is the expression of a 
desire to have roots which is a natural re- 
action from the individualism of tho 
American civilization.

The desire to represent some- 
thing is lawful and wholesome, but, dear, 
dear, it is such a fnr cry back to Runny- 
raedol Tho descent from Adam is more 
democratic and only a little more remote.

The residents of that portion of tin 


present city of New York which ii 
known as tho borough of Brooklyn ar« 
beginning to complain already that thej 
have been given the little end of tin 
arrangement. As au illustration thoj 
declare that nearly all of the best offices 
have gone to Manhattauites arid thai 
there is an evident disposition to slighl 
Brooklyn in every way possible and a 
toiiduuoy to regard her not PS one of the 
component parts of tho second city ol 
tho world, but as a mere suburb of the 
New York of other days. 
In othei 


words, according to those who are com- 
plaining, they \voro simply annexed and 
there was no consolidation at all oxcopl 
iu name. 


One specific source of complaint is tat 


cleaning of tho streets. It is contended 
that, while money is spent liberally iii 
tho borough of Manhattan in the effort 
to keep up to the high standard set by 
Colonel Waring, the thoroughfares oi 
Brooklyn are woeiully neglected even 
after the most severe snowstorms and 
that as a natural result there are many 
of the principal streets which arc well 
nigh impass&ble at times, the sun being 
the only agent which is active in the 
work of bettering their condition. Al- 
ready there is talk of amending the char- 
ter so that Brooklyn will have more 
than its present share in the government 
of the greater city, but inasmuch as 
New York has the votes, it is hard to 
guess what the legislature can do to 
help "Trolleyville," even if it wished 
to. 
Tax Deficiency In Queens. 


, Another complication, or' perhaps, 
more properly speaking, another muddle 
has been developed by the consolidation. 
President Bowley of the borough of 
Queens recently sent a communication 
to the board of taxes and assessment 
calling their attention to a deficiency of 
$100,000 which will appear on the tax- 
books of Long Island City, which are 
about to be surrendered to the borough 
board by the Gleason board of assessors. 


Ill 1896 the assessors increased the 


valuation of Long Island City real es- 
tate from $16,000,000 to $4?,000,000. 
The Queens county board of supervisors 
thought the amount too large, and they 
reduced it to $27,000,000 in the equal- 
ization of state and county taxes, while 
for city and ward purposes it remained 
the same. 


Several writs of certiorari were sworn 


out by taxpayers to have it reduced, and 
they succeeded in reducing taxes to an 
extent which created the deficiency last 
year of $100,000. The last tax levy-will 
show a deficiency of $100,000 also, and 
this President Bowley calls attention 
to. Bowley wants the Gleason board of 
assessors dismissed on the ground that 
its functions have ceased. 


Echo of the Thom-Naok Case. 


Here is another echo of the unsavory 


Thorn-Naok-Guldensuppe case. 
Wil- 


liam F. Clark, the Tombs prisoner who 
informed on Martin Thorn, was recent- 
ly discharged from the prison ward of 
Bellevue hospital on his own recogni- 
zance by order of Judge Newbnrger. 


Clark, while awaiting trial on a 


charge of larceny in having obtained 
§60 on the strength of a forged draft for 
$1,600, was locked up in the hospital 
ward of the Tombs with Martin Thorn, 
the murderer of William Guldensnppe. 
Thorn talked to Clark, and Clark told 
District Attorney Olcott what Thorn 
had said. It was in return for the as- 
sistance in helping to secure tangible 
evidence against Thorn that Mr. Oloott 
favored granting Clark immunity. 


Assistant District Attorney Unger in 


presenting the case to the court said 
that, while immunity had never been 
promised to Clark, District Attorney 
Gardiner felt that, taking into consid- 
eration the fact that an operation to 
save Clark's life was imperative and 
that the necessary operation could not 
be performed in the prison ward of 
Bellevue hospital, where he had been 
transferred from the Tombs, the ends of 
justice would be met if the 
discharged. 


Clark is considered by the police to 


be a desperate and skillful all round 
crook. It is alleged that even while in 
the Tombs he was engaged in a plot to 
pois.on an up town clergyman in order to 
rob him. 
A Big1 Dividend. 


It is remarkable how little the average 


individual knows of the most ordinary 
business methods, especially when they 
concern corporations. For instance, the 
directors of the Adams Express com- 
pany a short time ago declared a special 
dividend of 100 per cent in addition to 
the usual quarterly dividend of 2 per 
cent, and nearly everybody imagined 
that the company had earned 102 per 
cent last year, when in reality it was 
only disposing of a portion of the sav- 
ings of many years. 


For the purpose of this dividend $12,- 


000,000 4 per cent collateral trust 50 
year gold bonds will be issued and dis- 
tributed among the stockholders, dollar 
for dollar of their holdings. The bonds 
will be in denominations of $1,000 and 
$500 each and will be secured by a 
transfer of property under a deed of 
trust to the Mercantile Trust company 
of this city. 


The extra dividend is reported to 


havft bees determined on in view of 
what the company considers to be ex- 
cessive and burdensome taxation in 
some of the western states. By the dis- 
tribution the surplus assets of the com- 
pany are put in the possession of the 
stockholders and are in that way placed 
beyond the reach of the western assess- 
ors. The assets have been held by the 
company to provide for losses and to 
protect the stockholders against personal 
liability. 


In order to secure the stockholders 


from personal liability, as heretofore, a 
lien or charge is to be reserved on the 
property transferred nnder the deed of 
trust to the Mercantile Trust company.

They 
were notified ones by the board to stop 
but this week they slaughtered there 
again, and now the board has decided to 
iake action. The firm has no license to 
ontcher anywhere, and under no circum- 
stances would the board permit the place 
on Crandall street to be used as a slaughter 
bouse.

The penalty for such an offense it is un- 


aerstood is a fine not less than $500 and 
imprisonment, and while it is not likely 
that such a fine be imposed, the action of 
the board is in every way commendable.

A TENANTLESS TOMB. 


IN THE CRYPT OF THE CAPITOL AT 


WASHINGTON. 


It Was Intended For the Bemalna of j 


Washington—AVhen Washington's Birth- 
day Was First Celebrated—Centenary of 
Bis Death to Be Observed Next Tear. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—On tho con- 


Senary of George Washington's birth, 
Feb. S3, 1832, John Q. Adams wrote 
\n that famous diary of his: "The 
tolemuities intended for this day at this 
place (tho capital at Washington) lost , 
all chair interest for me by the refusal 
of John A. Washington to permit the 
remains of George Washington to be 
transferred to be entombed under the 
capitol, a refusal to which I believe he 
was not competent. and into the real 
operative motives of which Ivvrish not

to inquire. * * * I did wish that this 
resolution might have been carried into 
execution, but this wish was connected 
with an imagination that this federal 
Union was to last for ages. I now dis- i 
believe its duration for 20 years and 
doubtr its continuance for five.

I' All this pettishness was the result of | 
{Tofan A. Washington's refusal to allow , 
the remains of his illustrious kinsman ' 
to be deposited under the dome of our j 
capitol, because — as Adams hints •—• i 
thereby Mount Vernon would lose the | 
cfiiefest of its attractions and be less j 
valuable as an attractive property. 
! 


A Forgotten Project. 
i 
. Sixty-sis years have passed and still j 
the conntry seems to be flourishing da- i 
spite Adams' jeremiad. More than half 
B century has rolled by since the lauda- 
ble intention was frustrated oi entomb- 
ing Washington's remains beneath the 
pave of the rotunda. 
Yet how many 


know that this intention ever was con- 
ceived? Very lew, and it is but recent- 
ly that attention has been called to the 
tomb which was prepared for the recep- 
tion of the general ashes and which 
tdday still exists, though vacant and 
forgotten. 


In the center of the oapitol crypt, sur- 


rounded by 40 Doric columns, is a mar- 
ble star, which is the theoretical center 
of Washington city as planned by its 
first designer, L'Enfant, and not far 
from this star, deep down beneath it, is 
the Washington tomb. There was for- | 
merly an opening over the star, through | 
v?hicb one might gaze from the rotunda , 
into the tomb itself after the manner of j 
that more famous crypt containing the i 
remains of Napoleon, but this is now j 
closed and a glimpse of the vault can be j 
obtained only by special permit. 
' 


It was early intended that Washing- , 


ton should be deposited here, and on the \ 
83d of December, 1799, congress resolv- ; 
ed that a marble statue be erected in the t 
capitol, and the family of Washington j 
bo requested that his remains be buried 
there beneath it. Mrs. Washington ex- 
pressed her willingness, bnt evidently 
understood, or inferred, that she was to 
lie by the general's side. In a letter of 
Dec. 81, 1799, she tendered her grateful 
acknowledgments and unfeigned thanks 
for the "mournful tributes of respect 
and veneration paid to the memory of 
my deceased husband" and consented to 
the request of congress. 


But the years went by, no statue was 


erected, and the tomb remained tenant- 
less, as it is now, "except for the sim- 
ple bier of boards covered with black 
cloth which was nsed to support the re- 
mains of Lincoln and which has been 
used for each, distinguished citizen who 
has lain in state at the capitol since 
that dark day in 1865." 


Interesting Anniversaries. 


I was reflecting npon these things 


When it occurred to me that, while 
eome of Washington's^ latter birthday 
anniversaries were interesting, those 
that occurred during his lifetime might 
be more so, especially those during the 
Revolutionary war. So I hunted up the 
records and found that it was not at 
Washington's own initiative that his 
natal day came to be celebrated any 
more than it was by his instance that 
he was addressed by the absurd title of 
"yonr excellency." 


Washington's 
first 
Revolutionary 


birthday was passed—we cannot say it 
was celebrated—while he was laying 
eiege to Boston. Having been appointed 
commander in chief of the Continental 
armies, he set cut from Philadelphia 
for New England in Juno, receiving the 
news of the Bunker Hill battle while 
on the way, and assuming formal com- 
mand on the 3d of July, 1775, at Cam- 
bridge, beneath the historic elm. Then 
ensued those long months of weary 
watching and waiting, with the British 
cooped np in Boston, but the Conti- 
nental army scattered, disorgani/cd and 
with insufficient ammunition for an as- 
sault. Winter coming on finds tho com- 
mander in chief comfortably domiciled 
in tho since famous Cragio mansion, 
and it was while ho was making the 
final nreparations tor the seizure of Dor- 


ehester heights that his forty-fourth 
birthday overtook him. 


Hii Forty-fifth Birthday. 


After the evacuation of Boston by tho 


British ensued the disastrous battles of 
Long Island and White Plains, followed 
by the retreat across New Jersey, with 
the British close upon his heels. He es- 
caped them temporarily by crossing the 
ice filled Delaware*, only to. turn and 
smite them with victorious sword at 
Trenton and Princeton. Snatching from 
these victories such fruits of his prow- 
iss as he could, Washington made his 
way to the heights of Morristowa and 
there intrenched for the winter, whither 
the enemy dared not pursue him. Here 
at Morristown his forty-fifth birthday 
found him, not in very cheerful circum- 
stances, either, as a letter of that date 
illustrates, setting forth tho crying need 
of provisions for his half starved army. 
The Continentals were hard pushed at 
that time, bnt General Greene voiced 
their indomitnble'spirit when he said, 
"Wo can't conquer tho British force at 
once, but they can't conquer us at all!" 


Washington's birthday dinner in 1778 


consisted of cornmeal and potatoes. Half 
his soldiers were incapacitated by sick- 
ness and nakedness. 
Bnt during the 


month of February Mrs. Washington 
arrived at Valley Forge, and the aspect 
of headquarters was changed for the 
better. Sometimes supplies intended for 
the British were intercepted and again 
the country was foraged for provisions 
•—a measure only ^sorted to under stern 
necessity. "The general's apartment is 
very small," wrote Mrs. Washington to 
a friend, "but he has had a log cabin 
built to dine in, which has made our 
quarters much more tolerable than they 


• were at 
first.'' 


By the battle of Monmouth, in Jnne, 


the British were taught a lesson of cau- 
tion, Jersey was rid of its foes, and the 
farmers were more liberal with their 
supplies. 
The birthdays of 1779 and 


1780 found Washington still clinging to 
New Jersey as a winter headquarters, 
and the latter date sees him living ia 
the historic Ford mansion at Morris- 
town, which is still preserved as a relio 
of the Devolution. On Feb. 22, 1780, he 
writes from there: "We have been so 
poor in camp for a fortnight that we 
could not forward the public dispatches. 
Money is scarce and worth little when 
we get it." 


The Most Famous Birthday. 


Perhaps the most famous of his birth- 


days is his forty-ninth, in 1781, passed 
at the village of New Windsor, for this 
was the first which was celebrated by 
his fellow officers—who thus established 
a precedent the public was not slow to 
follow. It occurred at the instance of 
the Count de Eochambeau, who was 
then in Rhode Island, and who had his 
troops out in grand parade, firing sa- 
lutes, letting off fireworks and working 
themselves up to a fervent patriotism ia 
true French style. 


The days of fighting and nights oi 


alarms were now practically things of 
the past, and for the next 20 months 
Washington was merely waiting npon 
the movements of the British, who were 
extremely reluctant to evacuate the 
posts they held. New York, in fact, was 
not relieved of their presence until the 
S5th of November, 1788, and in order to 
be sufficiently near while the definitive 
terms 'of peace were being arranged 
Washington fixed his headquarters at 
Newburg on the Hudson. Here he and 
Mrs. Washington resided from March, 
1782, 
till near the date fixed for evacua- 


tion, and thus the last of his Revolu- 
tionary birthdays was spent in the fa- 
mous old Hasbronck house, where he 
and his wife entertained many distin- 
guished visitors. 


There is no record of any particular 


observance of Washington's birthdays 
at Mount Vernon or that his wife and 
friends ever gave him presents on that 
occasion, bnt for more than a century 
now the American people, in whatever 
land they have happened to reside at 
the time, have followed the example set 
them by the gallant Frenchman, the 
Count de Eochambeau, and especially 
honored the day on which George Wash- 
ington was born. 


Centenary of Washington's Death. 


The centenaries of great occasions in 


tne last, oBnrsry are now becoming rare, 
but one of the most important will be 
observed ilext year on Deo. 14, 1899, 
the QUO hundredth anniversary of Wash- 
ington's death. Arrangements are being 
tnade for its proper observance already 
by the grand lodge of Masons of Vir- 
ginia, a committee of which meets on 
this birthday anniversary (Feb. 22, 
1898) 
in Alexandria. 


Tho ceremonies will include a visit to 


Mount Vernon and a banquet in this 
city, and as President MuKinley id a 
Mason he will be invited to deliver an 
address. Washington, it is well known, 
belonged to ihe lodge in Alexandria and 
was first madu a Mtifcon in Fredericks- 
burg. The hj^oric clock, the pendulum 
of which \vab stopped by Dr. Craik 
(who 
assisted at bleeding Washington 


to death) with the hands still pointing 
to the moment of his demisa, now be- 
longs to Washington lougo, No. 22, of 
Alexandria, through which will ema- 
nate the invitations to participate in 
tbo anniversary proceedings to all the 
grand lodges of the United Stated. 


As a inomber of this lodge Washing- 


ton officiated at the laying of the capi- 
tol cornerstone, Sept. 18, 1793, and 
when he was buried it was given the 
post of honor in the funeral procession 
at Mount Vernon. 


Tho remains of Washington and his 


wife now lie in the sarcophagi to which 
they were transferred in 1837, their 
tombs a shrine for many thousands an- 
nually to visit instead of reposing in 
the darkness and solitude of the capitol 
crypt.

F?ance has just completed a bicycle 


census which shows 829,813 bicycles in 
use in that cotmfcry, an increase of 73,- 
734 over the previous year. It is able to 
make such a census, as the bicycles are - 
taxed and registered. The total is large, 
feut less than was expected, when we 
consider how much one hears of cycling 
vi that country. There ia only one bi- 
lyole for every 120 people, but of conrse 
the bicycles are unevenly divided, and 
Paris boasts probably of 100,000 of them. 


In this new field, the manufacture of 


bicycles, the United States has easily 
led and controls a considerable propor- 
tion of the world's bicycle trade. The 
American bicycle is to be found every- 
where. Honolulu boasts yf 1,500, all of 
American make—a very large number, 
ousidering how small a tov.-n it is. 


"With bicycles go good roads, and ia 


ibis respect they are the advance 
\gents of civilization and progress 
Take ibe case of Central America anti 
Nicaragua, for instance. 
The Kiua- 


raguans some time ago. ,took quite a 
lanoy to the wheel, and a large number 
of American make were shipped there. 
There are no roads worth calling by 
that name in the southern republic, and 
the natives were confined to bicycling 
on a few of the streets of San Juan del 
Sur and the beach, but they liked the 
exercise so much that they are demand- 
ing better roads to use their, wheels on 
and are likely to get them. 


If the so called "craze" keeps up, it 


will give us good roads throughout the 
world. There is even reason to hope that 
it will stir up public sentiment in 
Louisiana in time and ' give us some- 
thing better than the almost impassable 
highways we have here for the greater 
part of the

His Own Opinion of His Ad- 


ministration, 


PROUD OP THE DINGLEY LAW. 


Troublesome Foreign Queitiosn Hare In- 


terfered With Hi* Flans to Promote 
Prosperity—Devotes Much Time to the 
State Department—Hi§ Busy Life. 


WASHINGTON, March 4. — [Special.]— 


Mr. McKinley has been in the Whlto 
House just a year. The completion of his 
iirst 10 months in the presidency remind- 
ed mo to ask one of his most intimate 
friends what, in the opinion of the ad- 
ministration, is the president's greatest 
•achievement during tho year. The reply 
cauio quiok enough. 


"The president believes that the bosk 


thing he has clone for the country during 
the Iirst year of his terra," answered this 
gentleman, "was in calling congress to- 
gether in special session for the purpose of 
passing a tariff bill. The president be- 
lieves this act hastened the return of bet- 
ter times in our country by just one year. 
"Wo who staud wifch the administration ad- 
mit that the opposition party denies pros- 
perity has returned and deny that what 
improvement there has been is duo to the 
tariff law. As that is apolitical question, 
I will not disouss it. Every man will 
have his opinion according to his lights, 
but the fact remains that the president be- 
lieves his prompt action in calling con- 
gross together and in helping clear the 
track for a new tariff law was the greatest 
service he has been able to render the 
country so far In his administration." 


The President's Ambition. 


This interesting statement reminds me 


that among the men who are close to the 
president there is an understanding that 
it was Mr. McKinley's highest ambition 
on aasuifting tha presidency to give the 
country an administration which should 
be marked by commercial development 
and, if possible, a recurrence of "the gold- 
en era" of 1880, He wanted the good 
times to come so clearly and unmistakably 
that the people would not question thoir 
arrival. But the events of the year show 
how futile are the plans of one even so 
high and mighty as a president of the 
United States. Mr. MeKinloy 


Small Matter to Him. 


"There ia a good story in the history 


of the Highlow National bank," add a 
director of the institution who was con- 
versing with a newspaper friend. 


"Oar organization of that institution 


was looked upon as a somewhat ques- 
tionable experiment in practical finance, 
bnt the event proves that wo were equal 
to the undertaking. One of the first 
things was to oreate confidence. To this 
end we interested as many solid farm- 
ers as we oould and then clinched the 
matter by appointing the rural stock- 
holders to select a president. As a mat- 
ter of course ho was one of their own 
number, and notice of the honor con- 
ferred upon him was sent as a Christ- 
mas token. 


"This farmer president was as honest 


as the day ia long, but his special fit- 
ness for tho position is open to question. 
We received from Washington a lot of 
bills, which, as you know, had to be 
signed by the cashier and the president. 
The cashier affixed his signature and 
then sent the uncut sheets to the presi- 
dent, who took off his coat, stirred up 
tho grate fire and rolled up his sleeves 
preparatory to the unusual task placed 
tefore him. He scratched away for 
hours and finally returned the sheets 
to the cashier. That prudent official 
soon discovered that there were bills 
missing to the amount of about $500, 
but inferred that the president had 
charged the amount to himself and said 
nothing. After waiting till the new 
year called for a statement the cashier 
palled the attention of the president to 
the discrepancy. 
" 'Jest send for some more," said the 


president. 'I made a bad fist on some of 
them bills and chucked them into the 
fire.' "—Detroit Free Press. 


for the people the prosperity which ho 
craved, but he now finds all his energies 
absorbed, not in seeking trade outlets, not 
in opening up new markets, not in con- 
struction of the Nicaragua canal, not in 
annexation of Hawaii, but in efforts to 
handle the Cuban question without war. 


It is undeniable that at one time the re- 


lations of this government with Japan* 
were on the point of becoming seriously 
strained. Hawaii was the bone of conten- 
tion. The Japs are excessively ambitious. 
Nothing would have pleased them better 
perhaps than to have stirred up a row with 
the United States had it not been for the 
Asiatic problem which just then began to 
loom in the distance. In fact, I have good 
ground for the assertion that Bussia and 
other European powers in sympathy with 
her covertly encouraged Japan to assume 
an aggressive attitude toward the United 
States over Hawaii. But the wily Japs 
smelled a mouse or two. They divined 
that trouble was coming much nearer 
home and in a quarter vastly more im- 
portant to them than Hawaii. They did 
nothing more than nibble at the bait. 
Then, realizing that a trap had been set 
for them, they suddenly abandoned their 
pretentious in Hawaii, greatly to the relief 
of the United States, and concentrated 
their attention upon China. 


The State Department. 


Although President McKinley has had 


so many troublesome foreign questions to 
deal with, he has virtually been his own 
secretary of state. Secretary Sherman's 
health is not robust, and not much im- 
portant business is permitted to pass 
through his hands for fear of breaking 
him down. Judge Day, for a new man in 
the diplomatic field, has done surprisingly 
well. He has been the real head of the 
state department. Without being a showy 
or ostentatious man—he is modesty itself 
—it is now generally admitted that he has 
demonstrated his ability. Of course he 
has not pleased every one. That would be 
too much to expoct. But he has been wise 
and strong, and the president is now said 
to be seriously considering a promotion of 
Judge Day to the secretaryship should Mr. 
Sherman's health lead him to resign. 


President McKinley has had so much to 


do in the management of foreign affairs 
that ho has given little attention to the 
other departments of the government. 
Fortunately the remaining departments 
are in gopd hands, and it is not necessary 
for the executive to bother himself much 
about them. The present cabinet, while 
certainly not the most brilliant one we 
have seen in Washington, is safe and 
sound. It is a good business cabinet. All 
its members are hard working men. Pres- 
ident McKinley early adopted the rule that 
he would not concern himself about the 
small affairs of tho departments. When 
he selected men to manage them, ho ex- 
pected them to do so without assistance 
from him. 


James S. Clarkson, formerly of Iowa, 


who was one of the best executive officers 
ever seen in the departments here, tfsed to 
put this matter in a terse and happy way: 


"One man oan learn and master one- 


eighth of the government of the United 
States," ho said, "but no man can master 
eight-eighths of it, and if ho attempts to 
do so he will make a miserable failure of 
it." 


President McKinley appears to have fol- 


lowed this rule in giving bis attention al- 
most exclusively to the state department, 
uside from appointments, and tho results 
justify the wisdom of his policy. 


A Tear of Hard Work. 


The president has not found life in tho 


White House a bed of roses. It is safo to 
say that William MoKinley has worked 
harder during tho last 13 months than ho 
overworked before. Few men in tho coun- 
try put in a greater number of hours per 
day, and no other has assumed so great a 
responsibility. Mr. MoKinley is almost 
always at his desk by 10 o'clock in tho 
morning. He works steadily till 4 in the 
afternoon, when he usually takes a drive 
of an hour. He then takes up his burden 
again till 7, when he makes ready for din- 
ner. At 9 o'clock, after a brief visit with 
Mrs. 
MeKinloy — and this after dinner 


home hour he never permits anything or 
any one to interfere with—he returns to 
his desk and is usually found there at mid- 
night. This is a busy, a driving life. 
President McKinley says he is always tired 
when midnight comes—and what wonder 
—but bis pcrtoers of recuperation nro so 
admirable that next morning ho is bright 
and fit again and ready for another duy's 
ordeal.

For the Young Girf's Room, 


Some Suggestions For tfie Proper Appointment of 


, a Pretty Boudoir, 


In these days, when young girls of 


wealth have everything arranged to 
Jtheir hajnd, advice as to the room they 
occupy and its appointments, both use- 
ful and beautiful, is altogether superflu- 
ous, but to a girl of moderate or small 
means a few hints from one who knows 
as to what she should have to make her 
own little nook in the home healthy, de- 
liglkful and useful may prove invalu- 
able. 


In the first place, the room shoujd be 


as sunny as possible. Youth is like flow- 
ers and needs sunlight to keep it healthy 
in body and fair in face and bright in 
spirits. A green plant or vine in the 
window is not only pretty but healthy 
In a sleeping apartment. 
The plant 


must not have odorous blossoms or re- 
quire much moisture. Geranium and 
sweet alyssum are healthy and pretty 
plants for sleeping rooms. 


The bed must be situated so that the 


fresh air which must come in at night 
from an open or partly open window 
does not blow upon it, and must never 
have its side against the wall at night. 
The pillows used at night should be flat, 
so that the neck and bust may develop 
gracefully. 
Sleeping with the 
head 


very high is apt to destroy their sym- 
metry, to say nothing of other ills that 
doctors talk about. 


Suppose the room is furnished in

A more elaborate arrangement is to 
have panels of green wood set above the 
curtains with irregular regularity, in 
Which photographs or water colors may 
be slipped between tho center of the 
panels and a sheet of glass, held in 
place by the edges of the panels. Brack- 
ets and small cabinets fit in the corner 
and at each end. 
But the ends must 


not be alike or of the same height. If 
the outer end is finished with a shelf or 
cabinet, it is pretty to have little posts 
running down to the arm of the bench, 
on which a growing plant or a few 
flowers form a pretty finish.

The iirien call- 
ed "tea toweling" is the best for that 
purpose. It is light, absorbs easily and 
has no list or fringe to rub off. Borax 
in the hair wash will make the hair 
grow lighter, and ammonia will make 
it darker. Tar soap makes the hair 
very soft. Itsis recommended for white 
and blond hair, but not for dark. Cas- 
tile is best for all around use, as other 
soaps affect the color of the hair to 
some extent.' 


A girl should have her scalp rubbed 


till it is thoroughly dry at the roots 
and keep out of the sun during the dry- 
ing process unless her hair is golden. 
She should have her hands manicured 
once a week, trimmed a neat oval, and 
rubbed with salve every other night. 
Only musicians cut their nails to the 
finger tip, and no well bred person goes 
to the extreme of long pointed nails.

HEALTHFUL HONEY. 


A pound of honey will go as far as a 


pound of butter, and if both articles be 
o£ the best quality the honey will cost 
the less of the two. Often a prime arti- 
cle of extracted honey, equal to comb 
hone}' in every respec t except appear- 
ance, can be obtained for half the price 
of butter or less. Butter is at its best 
only when "fresh," while honey, proper- 
ly kept, remains indefinitely good—no 
need to hurry it out of the way for fear 
it may become rancid. 


Sugar is much used in hot drinks, as 


in coffee and tea. 
The substitution of 


a mild flavored honey in surh us-e may 
be a very profitable thing for the health. 
Indeed, it wouid be bolter for the health 
if the only ho*t drink were what is cailed 
in Germany honey tea—a cupful of hot 
\\ater with one or two talilespoonfuls 
of extracted honey. The attainment o' 
great ase has in some cases been at- 
tributed largely to the lifelong use of 
honey tea. 


Many people think "honey is honey," 


all just alike, but this is a §rea.t mis- 
take. Honey may be of gaud, heavi 
body, what housekeepers call "well ilp- 
ened," weighing sometimes 12 pounds to 
the gallon, or it may ba quitu thin. It 
may also be grar.ti'ated or candied, 
more solid than lard. It may be almost 
as colorless as water,, and it may be 
black as the darkest molasses. 
The 


flavor of honoy varies according- to the 
flower from which it is obtained. 
It 


would be impossible to describe in words 
the flavors oC the different honeys. The 
different flavors in honey are as dis- 
tinct as the odors in flowers. Among 
the lighter colored honeys are white 
clover, linden 
(or bass\\ood), sage, 


sweet clover, alfalfa, willow herb, etc., 
and among the darker are found hearts- 
ease, magnolia (or poplar), horsemint, 
buckwheat, etc. 


Tastes differ as to honey as well as in 


all other things. White clever is so gen- 
erally preferred to buckwheat, with its 
very dark color and strongly marked 
flavor that buckwheat honey always 
rules lower in price than white clover. 
Yet there are some who prefer buck- 
wheat to any other honey. Somewhat 
unfortunately, one generally prefers the 
honey to which he is most accustomed, 
A Californian thinks nothing- equals 
white sage, while a Pennsylvanian 
thinks white clover far ahead.

Reporting Cases of Consumption. 


Local doctors were asked a short time 


ago, as mentioned in THE TRANSCRIPT, to 
report to the board of health all cases of 
consumption, in the same way in which 
they do contagious diseases. This was at 
the request of the state board. A Spring- 
field newspaper interviewed a member of 
the board of health of that city on the 
subject, and the latter said, after looking 
up the statutes, that such action is not re- 
quired and that this city had simply made 
a construction of its own which any town 
or city has a right to do. In Springfield, 
doctors are not required to report cases of 
consumption. On the other hand, the 
city physician has been more active In 
looking after cases of death from con- 
sumption and seeing that the proper 
methods of disinfecting, etc., are taken. 
The law on tbe subject reads in part "and 
all other contagious diseases," and it i3 
irom these words, the Springfield man 
thought, that many citita require reports 
from doctors. 


The opinion expressed by tha Spring- 


field man was mistaken, in that the local 
board is acting under direct request from 
the stale board. 
Consumption is not 


classed as a contagious disease, but the 
state board wishes to have a record of the 
cases which occur.
